connected by a siding to Manpur Nagaria railway sta- 
tion on the North Eastern Railway, that in respect of the 
siding in or about 1933, they entered into an agreement 
with the then Roliilkhand and Kumaun Railway, that the 
said agreement had provided that they should pay every 
year for the use of the said siding a sum of Ks 2134.62 
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in two equal half yearly instalments, that they have been 
paying the said amount from the year 1933 till March 
I960, that the respondent on and from April 1960. had 
revised the said agreement and also the charges payable 
by the complainant in respect of the said Assisted siding 
to (aj Rs. 907.2? for each half year towards interest on 
capital and cost of maintenance of permanent way, plus 
lb) the amount calculated on the basis of Re. 1 per four 
wheeled wagon hauled over the siding, subject to a mini- 
mum of Rs. 21.86 per shunt or Rs, 2.71 per wagon to- 
wards siding charges and began to levy the amount on 
the revised basis; 

That the revised siding charges levied on and from 
April 1960, are excessive, unreasonable and unlawful 
and have prayed for the fixation of the siding charges on 
the basis of the aforesaid 1933 agreement, or such other 
siding charges as are deemed fair and reasonable by the 
Tribunal and to give effect to such order from the date 
of the complaint and prayed further to pass orders direct- 
ing the respondent to refund the amounts collected from 
and/or deposited by the complainants in excess of such 
charges as may be fixed by the Tribunal and for costs.

The num- 
ber of such reserved vacancies filled by direct recruit- 
ment in' any year will he carried over for 2 recruitment 


years and if suitable candidates arc not available for pro- 
motion within this period such carried-forward vacancies 
will be treated as having lapsed. 

2. There will be no age limit for promotion against 
the percentage reserved for departmental promotion. 

4, The minimum age limit for recruitment will be 18 
years. This may be relaxed by the appointing authority 
in deserving cases by any period not exceeding one year 
in all.
